After pondering 
awhile they sent for Attorney Weber. When 
he came out of the room he said: 

“They asked my advice and then acted on 
it. The box was shaken and eight ballots 
drawn out and burned.”’ 3

ballots taken out and burned.”’

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SHE DIES IN THE LAKE 


ANNA 0. INGHAM’S BODY FOUND ON 
SHORE NEAR HIGHLAND PARK. 


Coroner's: Jury for Lake County Finds a 
Verdict of Suicide While Temporarily 
Insane=Victim Was a Teacher in the 
Girls’ Collegiate Seminary in Dearborn 
AvenuesShe Disappeared Last Sunday 
Daughter of W. H. Ingham of Algona, 
Ia.—mHer Parents Here. 

The body of Miss Anna C. Ingham, a 
teacher in: Miss R. S. Rice’s Girls’ Collegiate 
School, No. 481 Dearborn avenue, was found 
in the lake at 3 p. m. yesterday a mile south 
of Highland Park. She had been missing 
since 9:30 a. m. Sunday, when she left the 
school, it was thought, to go to the Sherman 
House, where her father, mother, and sister 
were stopping. A letter which she wrote her 
parents and other indications leave no doubt 
that Miss Ingham deliberately threw herself 
into the lake while under the influence of a 


searchers who had gone south along the shore 
saw her body a short distance from the land 
in three feet of water a mile south of High- 
land Park. A hundred feet to the northa 
small breakwater jutsinto the lake and it is 
thought it was from this she threw herself 
into the water. 

The body was taken to the village, where 
Coroner Knight of Lake County held an in- 
quest. The verdict was suicide by drowning 
while temporarily insane. 

The news was broken to the mother and sis- 
ter by J. Irving Pearce, who has known the 
family for forty-three years, Mr. Ingham hav- 
ing been his guest when he first came West 
seeking a home. Miss Rice and. several pu- 
pils and teachers of the school went to Mrs, 
Ingham to give such consulation as they 
could. Mrs. Ingham said she knew her 
daughter wasin sound miud and that her 
death was caused by despondency, the result 
of ill health. 

Miss Ingham had been connected 
with Rice’s school ten years—three years asa 
pupil and seven years as a teacher. After 
graduating she attended Cornell University 
one year and then took a two years’ course in 
the Honoré Training School for Nurses in

Miss Ingham was 84 yearsold. She was 
the daughter of W. H. Ingham, Algona, Ia., 
President of the Kogsuth County State Bank 
and a pioneer of the State, he having settled 
in Algona forty-one years ago, — 

The story of her suicide is a strange one, 
the deed having been committed when it 
would seem natural that Miss Ingham should 
have been overjoyed at the prospect of meet- 
ing those who were most dear to her. Mr. 
and Mrs. Ingham and their younger daughter, 
Cornelia, reached the city Saturday night on 


their way home from a trip to Florida, They 
stopped over at the Sherman House to 
have a visit with Anna, The same 


evening they sent a note by messenger 
to ber, apprising her of their arrival 
and asking her to attend Easter service at the 
Centra\ Church with them. To this Anna re- 
plied in an affectionately worded letter saying 
fhe would do as they asked. Shedid not, how- 
ever, go to the hotel Sunday morning and the 
parents, at that time suspecting nothing 
wrong, went to church with their other daugh- 
ter, leaving word at the hotel that Anna should 
wait until they returned. 
« Surprised She Had Not Come, 

When the family came back from church 
they were surprised that Anna had not yet ar- 
rived. They waited until 3:30 p. m.,when, be- 
coming thoroughly alarmed, they went to Miss 
Rice’s school and learnea their daughter had 
left there between 9 and 10a.m. A search 
was organized, but there was absolutely no 
clew to direct intelligent effort. One of the 
teachers had noticed that when Miss Ingham 
left the house she walked north on Dearborn 
avenue toward Lincoln Park—that: waa all 
that was known, 

The police were informed of the matter and 
given a description of the missing woman, 
Nothing definite was learned concerning her 
until 11 o’cleock Monday, when her parents 
received a letter from her. The letter’ was 
undated, but the envelope bore the High- 
land Park postmark and had been 
stamped that morning. Its contents 
were such as to show Miss Ingham had left 
the school in a state of great depression. 
She said sue was discouraged over her con- 
tinued ill-heaith and thought it would be bet- 
ter for everyone if she were dead. The letter 
was full of love and tenderness for her 
friends. It contained no directly expressed 
intention of gelf-destruction, though it was 
intimated that such a course was contein- 
plated. One phrase used was: ‘* If the spirit 
lives, I will watch over you.”’ 

Searches for His Daughter. 


As soon as the letter Was received -Mr. Ing- 
bam secured the assistance of Detective Alex- 
ander of the Central Station and went to 
Highland Park in search of his daughter. 
They reached the suburb Monday.afternoon 
and prosecuted their inquiries until late at 
night. They did not find her. They found 
peuple who had seen a woman whose descrip- 
tion corresponded with that of Miss Ingham 
wandering around the strects in Highland 
Park Sunday afternoon. Detective Alexan- 
der thought it probable from the time 
Miss Ingham left the house she had 
gone north on the Northwestern fune- 
ral train which leaves Chicago at 
10:45 a. m. and runs no farther than 
Highland Park. At 10 o’clock Monday night 
he found the conductor and brakeman of that 
train, and the brakeman remembered assist- 
ing a woman off the train at Highland Park, 
and from bis description the detective con- 
cluded she was Miss Ingham. Mr. Ingham 
and ‘the detective returned to_the city Monday 
night, but went back to Highland Par§& yes- 
terday morning. They started searching par- 
ties out in every direction, through the woods 
and up and down the lake shore, 

It was learned that Miss Ingham had been 
in Highland Park Monday. She went into a 
store and said she had left a veil there. She 
was evidently under an haliucination, as so 
far as those connected with the store knew 
she never had been in the place before. She 
waa also seen on the lake shore at nightfall. 

Where she passed Sunday night is a mye

This, however. was not the first suspicious 
circumstance which pointed to Poole asa 
probable accomplice of the White 
gang. For some _ time the police- 
man’s beat has been in the neighborhood 
of a saloon at Lake and Morgan 
streets, Where the men, White and Smith, who 
are said to have committed the Ream and 
Keith burgiaries, made their headquarters. 
The night before these two men were arrested 
— Monday, April 8—Poole, it is said, was seen 
in conference with White and immediately 
after he arrgsted a private detective ‘named 
Schuttler, Wo was watching the gang. 

Instead of taking the detective to the sta- 
tion as’ soon as he was arrested Poole, it is 


said, led him around for an hour in 
spite of the protests that he was a 
detective. Finally Poole took the man 


to the Desplaines Street Station and Schutt- 
ler at once was released. Poole is then said 
to have gone back to the saloon and told the 
members of the White gang or the woman, 
Mary Ryan, that the man he had arrested was 
a detective. Asa result, it is asserted, the 
nextday Detective Schuttler, who was ac- 
quainted with a member of the gang named 
Gray, was asked to step into a buggy 
in which Gray and the Ryan woman 
were seated. They said they would take 
him to & man named Budd, for whom 
Schuttler was looking. Schuttler was driven 
to West Fifteenth street and Sawyer avenue, 
where an attempt was made to murder 
him. 

Detectives who have been watching Poole 
think the policeman arrested Schuttier at the 
request of the White gang and that the delay 
in taking him to the station was for the pur- 
pose of allowing the men to conceal the prop- 
erty they had stolen from the Keam and Keith 
houses. 

Two:days later Desplaines street policemen 
arrested a private watchman named Nu- 
meister and took him to the station. In his 
possession was found a gold watch, which 
had been stolen from a South Side residence. 
Numeister, when closely questioned, said the 
watch had been sold to him by Policeman 
Poole. He was released, but is still under 
surveillance. 

Poole did not appear at roll-call at the 
Desplaines Street Station last night. Formal 
notice of his suspension wae made and all 
officers were given orders to arrest him if 
they should see him.

republic. Up to the ciose of office hours this 
evening the State Departmen‘ authoritiés as- 
serted nothing official had heen received con. 
cerning Great Britain’s reply. They are in- 
clined to believe, however, the press reports 
are correct, While they:had honed Great 
Britain might accede to the terms of settle.

Nicaragua’s request. 

The whole question has now reached an 
acute stage and no one at the State Depart. 
ment ventures to predict what the outcome 
will be, Itis well known to the authorities 
Nicaragua cannot well afford at the present 
time to pay the $75,000 indemnity demanded 
without borrowing the money. It is under. 
stood Nicaragua has confessed in a semi- 
official way her inability to meet the demand, 


May Be a Nicaraguan Trick. 


There has been g0 much talk from Nicarae 
guan sources about the necessity for ceding 
Corn Island to Great Britain in lieu of the in« 
demnity demanded that the authorities recog. 
nize the possibility of having the United ,/ 
States drawn into the controversy.’ This talk 
may be only a trick on the part of Nicaragua 
to force the United States into coming to her 
rescue, but it is nevertheless a fact that the 
officials are more concerned today about the 
Nicaraguan situation than they have been for 
some time past. 

While Great Britain has disclaimed any in- ’ 
tention of acquiring Nicaraguan territory it ie 
appreciated that Nicaragua could force tne 
administration into a vigorous assertion of 
the Monroe doctrine by offering under stress 
of circumstances to give Great Britain Corn 
Island in lieu of the indemnity. Although 
Nicaragua might of her own motion suggest 
the cession of Corn Island to Great Britain as 
a means ofescaping the payment of the in- 
demnity demanded such action would never- 
theless be indirectly the result of coercion on 
the part of Gieat Britain. Hence theauthori- 
ties would considera move of this kind a 
violation of the Monroe doctrine and, as one 
official remarked today, the administration 
would be compelled to step in and prevent by 
force, if necessary, the consummation of any 
such deal. This is no doubt what. Nicaragua 
would like, 

Efforts to Enlist Uncle Sam's Aid. 


From the beginning of the controversy with 
Great Britain every possible appeal has been 
made to enlist the assistance of our State De- 
partment in preventing Great Britain from 
securing the reparation she demanded for the 
outrages upon Consul Hatch and other Brit- 
ish.subjects. Until the present time the State 
Department has turned a deaf ear to all of 
these entreaties and has used ite good offices 
to induce Nicarugua to comply with the de. 
mands made upon her by her Majesty’s gov- 
ernment. 

The Corn Island dodge, therefore, seems to 
be the last resort for Nicaragua, and it is cur- 
rently believed if Great Britain does not ac. 
cept the arbitration proposition Nicaragua 
will play this little game to the full limit, 
There is good ground for the statement that 
if the cession of Corn Island is either dé. 
manded by Great Britain or offered by Nica. 
ragua the United States will at once inter.

SHE WILL NOT BOMBARD GREYTOWN. 
Britain Will Take Other Means to Collect 


the Nicaraguan Indemnity. 
London, April 16.—It is stated on good au- 


thority that the question of a protest upon 


the part of the United States against the 
bombardment of Greytown and the lanc‘ng 
of British troops in Nicaragua has never been 
raised between Great Britain and the United 
States so far as the British Government is 
aware. In any case, it is added, the British 
will not bombard Greytown in the event of 
Nicaragua’ retusmg to comply with the de- 
mands of Great Britain. But steps will be 
taken to insure the payment of the indemnity 
demanded by the British Government and 
the necessary orders have ‘been sent to com- 
manders of British warships. But the nature 
of the orders sent to the British commanders 
and whether they include the landing of 
troops is not stated.

CONFIRMED BY EMPEROR OF CHINA. 


Issues the Edict Authorizing Peace=Slight

Tien Tsin, April 16.—An imperial edict 
has been issued authorizing Li Hung Chang 
to sign the terms of peace in accordance with 
the Japanese ultimatum. The indemnity 
to be paid by China, according to the edict, is 
200,000,000 taels (a tael equals $1.33). The 
‘edict further authorizes Li Hung Chang to 
grant possession of Liao Lung peninsula tu. 
the fortieth degree of iatitude and 
the island of Formosa to the 


‘Japanese; also to consentto the opening of 


Pekin and four new ports to commerce and 
to giving the Japanese power to open cotton 
factories and other industries in China. An- 
other imperial edict grants sick leave to the 
Viceroy of Cantona and orders his retirement 
to his native province. 

The peace decree further provides that the 
import dues at the open ports shall not ex- 
ceed 2 per cent. | 

Wash n, D. C., April 16.—Secretary 
Gresham has réceivéd a cablégram from Min- 
ister Dun, at Tokio, confirming the signing 
of the peace convention between China and 
Japan. The terms agreed upon are in con- 
formity-with-those already published saving 
the amount of the indemnity, which was sub- 
sequently reduced, probably to an amount 
estimated to be sufficient to pay ail 
of Japan’s . war expenses. is he 
doubted, though, whether it has been 
brought down as low us $100,000,000 in 
gold. As tothe territory which Japan is to 
possess it is understood here tliat aside from 
Formosa, which is absolutely ceded, the re- 
mainder will be subject only to temporary 
occupation, probably, until all of the indem- 


’ nity has been paid. This would leave Japan 


ja temporary possession of the entire Liao 
Tung Peninsula, from Port Arthur, at the 
Southern extremity, clear up to Moukden, the 
capital of Manchuria on the north, and from 
the Liao River, on which Newchwang is situ- 
ated on the west, to the Corean border on the 
east. This amounts to about 3,000 square 
miles and is populated by about 2,000,000 
people. 

The report of a condition that there should 
be an alliance offensive and defensive be- 
tween Japan and Chinais not credited in 
Japanese circles, where it is not believed to 
have been even suggested. Such a consum- 
mation as this would mean the destruction of 
European commercial! interests in the Orient, 
and it may be strong opposition will soon de- 
velop on the part of some of the powers to 
this feature of the agreement. It is noted, by 
the way, that this agreemeat is not final in 
all respects, but is simply a preliminary 
agreement, indicating on broad lines the ulti- 
mate terme of the definite treaty of peace, 
which may not be perfected for months to 
come.

PERRY IS RUN DOWN. 


FUGITIVE INSANE TRAIN ROBBER 
OAUGHT IN WEEHAWKEN, ¥. J. - 


——— 


He Is Found Wandering About Aimlessly 
and Tries to Escape, but Is Forced 
Finally to Surrender=He Acknowledges 
His Identity and Tells How He Es- 
caped=Several Notable ‘Weddings Cele- 
brated in New York=General News from 


the Eastern Metropolis. 

New York, April 16.—{Special.}—Train- 
robber Oliver Curtis Perry, who escaped 
from Matteawan Asylum for the Criminal 
Insane last Wednesday night with four 
other convicts, Maguire, O’ Donnell, Quigley, 
and Davis, has been captured. He was 
taken into custody at 5 o’clock this morning 
by the police of Weehawken, who found him 
wandering in the train-yards of the West 


Shore railroad. 

- Policeman. McAleece, on duty in the yards, 
saw a strange man lurking about early this 
morning and immediately thought it would 
be an act of wisdom to take him into cus- 
tody. But when it came t@ putting the 
stranger under arrest there was trouble. 
When the policeman started for the man the 
stranger started to run for the hill near the 
railroad yard. Detective Clifford joined in 
the chase. After going about 100 feet one of 
the policemen struck Perry on the back with 
a club as he was running. He stumbled and 
fell, and holding up his hands exclaimed: 
“Don’t strike me again.” He was easily 
handcuffed. 

When the men with the prisoner reached 
the Weehawken Police Station the prisoner 
was taken before Chief Kelly. Kelly was 
convinced the man was Perry and locked 
him up in a cell. 

Chief. Kelly at once telephoned the facts in 
the case to Supt. Byrnes, and Detective 
who knew Perry, was sent over to 
Weehawken. He took with him a _ photo- 
graph of Perry, and when he arrived the 
man acknowledged his identity. 

Perry described how he and his four com- 
panions made their escape from Matteawan. 
He was released from his cell by one of the 
other prisoners, but refused to name the 
man. 

‘‘Refore leaving the asylum,” said he, 
“it was agreed we should use. no weapon, 
After overpowering Keeper Carmody we 
made our way to the chapel, where we 
found the keys we had would not unlock the 
door. We discovered a long ladder and 
raised it to the roof of the chapel. Then we 
broke a hole through the boards and passed 
over to the isolation room, made our way to 
the attic, and crawled out of the window 
down a sloping roof to the eaves trough. 

‘‘T was the most agile, and taking along 
the ladder we climbed along the eaves to 
the front end of the asylum. We tied the 
ladder at the roof and let it swing down as 
far as it would. I was the ftirst one to go 
down the ladder. There had been no agree- 
ment that we should stick together and I 
started ahead in the direction, as I believed, 
cf the hills southeast of Peekskill.” 

Perry refused to tell the story of how he 
passed the time or by what means he es- 
caped the search which has been so vigor- 
ously made for him since his escape. He 
said, though, that no one had assisted him 
on the way down here. 

“If any one had helped me in any way,”’ 
said he, *‘I would not now. appear in this 
ragged attire of atramp. If I had chosen so 
to do IT could have had.ail the clothing neces- 
sary, but I did not care to implicate any one 
I had no weapons, which I could have had if 
I had so elected.”’ 

Perry was asked about the visit to a hos- 
pital in New York City Sunday. He had 
claimed in the morning he had been to the 
lHiudson House of Relief and there had his 
feet dressed. They had been bruised and 
blistered by the many miles he had trav- 
eled. He described the hospital as being at 
Jay and Hudson streets, New York. 

All Perry would say regarding how he had 
passed the nights since his escape was that 
he had slept in the hills southeast of Peeks- 
kill the first night. 

“IT was in New York nearly two days,” he 
continued. ‘“‘I walked through the principal 
streets of the city and asked questions of 
several policemen. Saturday or Sunday 
night I stayed at a German mission some- 
where on the Fast Side.’”’ 

Continuing, Perry told a story of his treat- 
ment at Matteawan Asylum. He said he had 
been there since June2 last. He said he had 
been kept in a small room with bare walls 
and only unwholesome air to breathe. He 
said it. would be a godsend to those people 
in the asylum if an investigation was made 
into the mariner of the treatment of the pa- 
tients there.

JONES WRITES A LETTER FOR SILVER. 


He Thinks the Movement a Vital Step 
Towards Financial Reform, 


_New York, April 16.—Senator Jones of 
Nevada, who is-at present in the city, has 
written to Mr. Sibley as foilows: 


I regard the new movement which you repre- 
sent as the most vitally important. step ever 
taken toward a financial reform. fhe platform 
of the American Bimetallic party is not a “ strad- 
dle” and is not intended to deceive. It is one 
upon which all the advocates of silver money 
can consistently stand without feeling hampered 
or embarrassed by any of the other questions 
which tend to divide political parties, 
We have the assurance of all our opponents, in- 
cluding the President of the United States, that 
without a sound money we cannot have prosperi- 
ty. In that we fuliy concur, and it being con- 
ceded that all other elements of prosperity must 
to a greater or less extent remain in abeyance 
awaiting the determination of the monetary 
issue is it not the paramount duty of our people 
fully to discuss and interest themselves upon 
that issue once for all? For twenty years we have 
been pleading with the dominant political parties 
to present the issue sincerely to the country, so 
that we might have a vote uponit. The advo- 
cates of free coinage, of no matter what party, 
ought now to ask themselves how much longer 
they should wait. Silver advocates who are 
free traders (or revenue tariff men) admit that 
under a vicious monetary system even the tariff 
of their choice would fail to produce prosperity. 
Silver advocates who are protectionists cupande 
in alike manner that under a bad monetary sys- 
tem even a protective tariff would prove a fail- 
ure, Why, then, sbould we not first hear 
and determine the over-maste issue? 
The beneficiaries of the gold standard will be 
marshailed in solid phalanx against us; they 
are strongly entrenched in power, will not easily 

siodged, and exercise overshadowing in- 
fluence in the large centers of population, 
All evidences point to a contest of unexampled 
importance in 1896—the result of which, from a 
monetary point of view, may make it the contest 
of the century. All friends of silver should 
therefore rally to your support. If they will do 
this they n have no fear of the failure of the 
cause they holddear. They will find themselyas 
in ap ot yi ekey ry J majority in the country, 
provided they have but the courage to step out 
of the old ranks into the new.

Slight Rise in Price in New York~Butchers 
to Fight the Combine. 

New York, April 16.—[{Special.)—There 
was a slight increase today in the price of 
cattle on the hoof. It was set down as the 
result of decrease in the receipts yesterday 
here and at Chicago... There was no change, 
however, in the wholesale and retail prices.

SUPPLY OF STRAWBERRIES IS FAIR. 


Sonth Water St-eret Quotations Do Not 
Justify High Retall Prices. 

The retail grocer who tacks fancy prices 
onto his strawberries on the strength of a 
backward season and the freezing weather 
of the early spring in the South is presuming 
a trifle on the good nature of his customers, 
for as a matter of fact the berries have been 
selling on South Water street this year at 
nearly the same prices asked at this season 
last year. The choicest berries are selling 
at wholesale at 15 and 20 cents a quart, and 
when the commission men carry over the 
boxes from one day to another they are glad 
to get l0U and 12 centsa quart forthem. Ata 
fair margin of profit the average consumer 
ought to be able to indulge in a few berries. 
The fruit began to arrive this year about two 
weeks later than usual owing to the severe 
freezes in February, but the supply has been 
fair. However, until the last few days the 
public has been slow in taking hold of this 
form of luxury. Restaurant patrons have 
been deterred possibly by the fact that 
strawberries have been quoted on the bills 
of fare at from 20 to 24 cents perdish. Byvi- 
dently the restaurant man has been figuring 
on the weather in Florida rather than on the 
supply in South Water street. The supply 
in Louisiana and Texas is average. The fruit 
is beginning to arrive from Mississippi, and 
in a week or two under present conditions 
strawberries ought to be cheap. 

The supply of early Southern vegetables 
is late, but garden truck grown at short dis- 
tances from Chicago is as early as usual. 
There is fully enough to go around, and the 
prices asked are moderate compared with 
former years. It is quite likely, judging 
from advices already received, the peach 
and plum crops in the North Central States

Purpose of the Author in Writing 
q Satire on Current Political Discus- 
gion Which Some Persons Are Inclined 
to Take Seriously#A Currency Cate- 
chism That Knocks Out Financial Char- 
latans= Numerous Questions Answered 
Which Harvey Coin’s Cub Ienored. 


R. W. Knott in Louisville Post: A tired 

newspaper man sought amusement in an 
die hour, and began a work of fiction pure 
and simple. As he progressed he decided to 
change its purpose and make it a satire on 
eurrent political discussion. 
Thén it occurred to him to enliven his text 
with diagrams, to stir in a few statistics, to 
add a foot note or two, to tack on an appen- 
gix, and to send it out as a popular treatise 
on political economy, which he did, and he 
called it “Coin’s Financial School.” 

It is one of the most amusing of recent pub- 
jications, but the most amusing thing about 
it is that some persons are inclined to take 


the book seriously. 

The writer quotes a:‘statute and clips it off 

in the middle; he jumbles his figures like a 

prestidigateur, and then tells the spectators 

they will find the answer in their hats. He 
makes his comparison of value by dia- 
ms of weight; he asks if you divide the 
wheat crop by a given number of ounces of 
id how many apples will England buy of 

America. He insists that though the gold 

product of the world in 1895 is as large as 

the gold and silver product of the world in 
1873, yet the refusal any longer to coin the 
silver dollar accounts for the decline in 

ces twenty years after the crime of 1873. 

e asks if it is not plain that we cannot pay 
the debts of the world in gold when the debts 
are twenty times as great asthe gold. Alto- 
gether his conundrums are as marvelougly 
constructed as his statutes, and they are 
fearfully and wonderfully made. But as 
‘he answers his conundrums himself his 
kindergartners are satisfied and they have 

Coin as a great financial authority. 

Unfortunately his auditors or readers are 
sincere, however much the author may be 
given to charlatamry ana humbug, and he 
finds himselfa king for a day as Bellamy did. 

It is only another illustration of the neces- 
sity of teaching the rudiments of political 
knowledge in our public schools. Coin has 
not the first conception of money, of indus- 
try, or of commerce. There is not in this 
hook the least thdication this “*‘ teacher ’’ 
has ever stuilied either the history of com- 
mérce or the first principles of political 
economy. The book is so lacking in the first 

-eglements of serious work that men in ear- 
nest hesitate to refer to it at all, and when 
‘they do do not know where to begin. 

The following catechism is designed to 
present clearly the first princiules in the cur- 
rency question; to show the relation of 
money to-wealth; of coin to money; and to 
trace. the development of modern commerce 
from its first stage of barter. It is believed 
that if one has distinctly in mind a few his- 

, torical facts, a few scientific principles 
founded on these.facts, one cannot be im- 
posed on by financial charlatans or econom- 
ic quacks. |

There 
may be more value produced in one hour’s 
hard work than in two hours’ easy business, 
more value in production in an hour’s appli- 
cation to a trade which it has taken ten 
years to learn than in a week's industry in 
an ordinary occupation. 

Q.—By what means is one man’s labor 
compared with the labor of another? 

A.—By a comparison of what each pro- 
duces with some other commodity which 
serves as a common denominator. 

Q.—For the purpose of comparison, what 
commodities are generally used? 

A.—Gold and silver. 

Q.—What qualities make these metals de- 
sirable? — } 

A.—They are the least perishable, most 
portable, easily hidden, easily divided; when 
pure, always of the same quality and of all 
commodities they are the most stable in 
value, though gold is forty times less bulky 
and clumsy and heavy to handle than silver 
per dollar’s value. 

Q.—How long have these metals been used 
as common measures of value? 

A.—From the earliest periods of history. 

Q.—How is their value determined? 
'_A.—First, by weight—‘‘ And Abraham 
weighed Ephron the silver ’’—and by weight 
today in China. 

Q.—U por what does their value depend? 

A.—The quantity of labor which any par- 
ticular quantity of them can buy or com- 


- mand or the quantity of other goods which it 


will exchange for depends upon the fertility 
or barrenness of the mines which happen to 
. be known about the time when such ex- 
changes are made.—Adam Smith. 
Q.—What has been done to obviate the ne- 
cessity of weighing and assaying as Abra- 
ham did? | 


A.—First, commercial guilds, silversmiths, | 
_ and others began to stamp on the metals cer- 


tain marks testifying td the quantity and 
quality. After that the sovereigns, and then 
the governments of the nations most civil- 
ized, began to mint or coin the metals most 
in use. 

Q.—What is meant by coining a metal? 

A.—Putting a mark upon it which is a guar- 
antee. that it contains a given quantity of

Q.—Does coinage add to the value of either 
metal? 

A.—It adds nothing to its value. It simply 
makes it more convenient to use and thus fa- 
cilitates exchange. 

Q.—Then gold and silver are mere com- 
modities after coinage as before? 

A.—The same as before. 

Q.—Can you give any illustration to sus- 
tain this assertion? . 

A.—When the coinage is free the coins are 
only of the value of the bullion each con- 
tains. Their legal tender quality adds noth- 
ing to their intrinsie worth. Melt up a gold 
eagle and it is still $10. Melt up a silver dol- 

-lar in any free coinage country it is still 

Worth 50 cents, same as the silver dollar was.

A.—In 1518 in Joachim’s Valley, Bohemia, 
Count Schlick began to coin silver pieces of 
an ounce weight. They were uniform in 
weight and fineness and soon became num- 
erous.

Q.—Why, then, does society go to the ex- 
pense of establishing mints and forming in- 


tricate codes of laws relating to coinage if - 


no additional value is given to the metals? 

A.—It is done simply for the purpose of 
facilitating exchange. Barter is the first 
crude form of commerce, but it is costly, 
subject to delay, to loss in the search for 
customers, and prevents that complete divis- 
ion of labor which is essential to the highest 
production. 3 

Q.—How does a common measure of value 
lead to a better division of labor? 

A.—By enlarging the markets. When.the 
market is narrow no one is encouraged to 
devote himself to the production of one arti- 
cle, for he may have most of his product on 
his hands or be able to exchange it only for 
Something he does not need. By enlarging 
his market he has more possible and actual 
customers. They may have nothing he 
wants, but they pay him in coin and he ex- 
changes that for what he needs. Thus 
money encourages commerce by facilitating 
exchange, and this extension of commerce 
leads to a more economical! division of labor, 
leaving all men free to do all the time what 
they could best do. 

Q.—W hat is the function of money? 

A.—Money has a twofold function; ittisa 
measure of value and a medium of exchange. 

Q.—How should the quantity of money be 
regulated? 

A.—By the demands of commerce. 

Q.—How does commerce regulate the sup- 
ply of money? 

A.—Ags it regulates the supply of other 
commodities. When money is scarce in one 
country money rushes from other countries 
to supply the vacuum, just as when food or 
clothing is scarce supplies come from all 
quarters, . 

Q.—What then is the province of legisla- 
tion? p 

A.—To maintain the standards, to punish 
fraud, to prevent counterfeiting, to insure 
peace and tranquillity and justice, and to re- 
move all artificial barriers to exchange. 

Q.—What do people mean who cry for 
more money? b ipwet 

A.—Sir Dudley North ‘answered this in 
1891, when he said: ** Money is not their 
want, but a. price for their corn and cattle 
which they would sell but cannot.”’ 

Q.—Would not more money enable them to 
sell them? 

A.—Not unless other people had something 
they were willing to exchange for corn and 
cattle. 

®.--Does not the introduction of coined 
money change the character of commercial 
transactions? 

A.—The reasons which make the tempv- 
rary or market value of things depend on 
the demand and supply and the average 
and permanent value upon their cost of pro- 
duction are as applicable to a monetary sys- 
tem as to asystem of barter. 

Q.—Is the value of money metal dependent 
on legislation? 

A.—The value of money metal is dependent 
on the cost of produetion and on the rapid- 
ity of its circulation. 

@.—What is the first requisite of good 
money? 

A.—Stability. 

@.—Is there a general disposition among 
nations to use gold as the chief money metal, 
subordinating silver? 

A.—This tendency, noticeable in the early 
part of the century, has become very marked 
since the Franco-Prussian war, twenty-five 
years ago, in all civilized nations. 

@.—What is bimetallism? 

A.—Bimetallism is the legalized use of two 
metals in the currency of a country ata 
fixed relative value. 

Q.—Is it possible to maintain these metals 
in circulation -at a fixed ratio with free coin- 
age? 

A.—Experience proves it to be impossible 
unless the bullion in each coin at some fixed 
ratio is equal in commercial value. The 
market ratio varies from time to time. The 
result is that the metal overvalued at the 
mint leaves the country. This causes gen- 
eral- fluctuation of values. This fact was 
noticed by Jolin Stuart Mill, who says that 
when both metals are legal tender ata fixed 
valuation money is less stable than when 
the exclusive standard of the currency is 
either gold or silver. Instead of being af- 
fected only by, the variations in the cost of 
production of one metal it is subject to de- 
rangement from two. 

Q.—Has any nation succeeded in maintain- 
ing a bimetallic currency with free coinage 
of both metals? 

A.—The United States tried it for eighty 
years, first in 1703 to 1873, and utterly failed. 
The efrort results in the practical adoption 
of one standard and of one metal. In the 
Senafe of the United States in a speech de- 
livered Sept. 28, 1837, on the currency, Mr. 
Webster said: ‘**‘ There is but one money 
standard for the country, and the standard 
of value to be established by Congress is to 
be a currency and not bullion merely; be- 
cause we find it is to be coined, that is, it is 
to be one or the other of the precious metals 
bearing an authentic stamp of value and 
passing therefore by tale. That is to be the 
standard of value.”’ 

Q@.—What has been the result where na- 
tions have sought to fix a legal ratio between 
silver and gold different from the market 
ratio? 

A.—They have lost the undervalued metal. 

Q.—What nations have attempted to main- 
tain a bimetallic standard? 

A.—Mexico, the nations of South America, 
China, Japan. 

Q.—What has been the result? 

A.—These nations have in effect adopted 
the silver as their single standard. 

Q@.—What nations have adopted the single 
gold standard of value? 

A.—England, Germany, United States, and 
the Latin Union, by the suspension of the 
coinage of silver, Sweden, Norway, Hol- 
land, Switzerland; in short, all Europe. 

@.—In these cases has the result been to 
expel silver? 

A.—In the nations where gold is the stand- 
ard a large quantity of silver is maintained 
im circulation. In nations where silver is 
the standard no gold circulates.

DEOREASE OF THROUGH SHIPMENTS 
HAS A DEPRESSING EFFEOT. 


Notwithstanding the.Low Rates Last Week 
There Was a Reduction in Quantity 
Carried by East-Bound Roads of Nearly 
3,000 Tons=Littie Chance for a Strict 
Maintenance of KateseSeaboard Air 
Line Decision—Agreement with Mexi- 
ean Railways—Genera!l Railroad Nates, 


Notwithstanding the low rates made by the 
various east-bound roads from Chicago iast 
week through shipments decreased nearly 
3,000 tonsa. Such result, with the lowest 
rates op oats ever before in effect and com: 
paratively low rates on other articles of grain, 
had a depressing effect, and railroad officials 
do not hope foran increase in shipments 
until the newcrop begins to move. Rates 
have been: ordered to be restored to regular 
tariff by the joint committee of executive offi- 
cers of the Central Traffic and Trunk Line 
Association roads, to become effective April 
Jucying by previous experiences there is 
but little chance fora strict maintenance of 
rates hereafter. Althougha pooling agreement 
has been in effect for more than a year past, 
it has been impossible to even up the perceunt- 
ages or prevent cutting of rates. Under ex- 
isting circumstances it is impossible to rmain- 
tain rates, pool or no pool, Many of the 
roads are financially embarrassed and scarce- 
ly able to make both ends meet. Business 1s 
exceedingly duii and if they want to earn 
enough money to meet ordinary expenses 
they can only get it by cutting the rates. 

The total shipments of flour, grain, and 
provisions from Chicago through to seaboard 
points and for export by the various Central 
lraffic Association lines for the week ending 
last Thursday amounted to only 45,913 tons, 
against 48,581 tonsfor the previous week 
and 60,547 tous for the corresponding week 
last year. Three of the roads jointly carried 
over 58 per cent of the totaishipments, These 
were the Michigan Centra!, Grand Trunk, and 
Erie. The tonnage carried by the other seven 
east-bound roads shows that they did“ not

DAMROSCH TALKS OF DIE WALKUBE. 


Gives an Interesting Lepture on the Singing 
of Wagner's Music. 

Mr. ‘Damrosch’s lecture in Apollo Hall on 
“Die Walkure” yesterday morning was 
largely attended. The subject was treated 
in a concise and interesting manner and de- 
livered with an enthusiasm that awakened 
immediate response. 

The spring song of Siegmund, which Mr. 
Damrosch \recited at the piano, was given 
with fine dramatic effect. Throughout that 
element, together with enthusiastic earnest- 
ness, held close attention. The lecture 
tcuched upon those points bearing on the 
opera aside from full illustration of the 
motives on the piano, and a poetic treat- 
ment of the story. In speaking of the sing- 
ing of Wagner’s music, Mr. Damrosch said: 

“The instrumental part of his operas is 
SO great that the voice is carried through 
by its power. Young singers with good 
voices,. though not yet properly trained, 
make an effect in Wagnerian music through 
this very fact. The result is a’dearth of 
singers in Germany, and in the German op- 
era-houses there are many’*singing who age 
not properly trained. 

** Wagner is not to blame for this. He de- 
manded that his music should be sung. Those 
who succeed best in his operas are of course 
these who are properly trained vocally. The 
mastery of the Italian method of singihg is 
necessary as a preliminary to the study of 
Wagner. It is not necessary to go to Italy 
to study it; there are teachers in other coun- 
tries capable of imparting the knowledge.”’ 

Mr. Damrosch also touched upon that 
class of Wagnerian enthusiasts who con- 
sidered a classification and labeling of mot- 
ivesinthe mindasamainaim. The “‘spear’’ 
motive was taken as an illustration and the 
difference forcibly drawn between a mere 
memorizing of leading motives and a.proper 
gad in relation to the full and inner mean- 
ng. 

The second of Mr. Damrosch’s lectures 
takes place this morning at 11 o'clock in 
Apollo Hall. The subject is ‘* Siegfried,’’ in 
anticipation of the performance of the opera 
tomorrow night. The two succeeding lect- 
ures, for Thursday and Friday, will be on 
* Die Gotterdammerung. Mr. Damrosch 
has been invited to lecture at the Chicago 
University during the present season of 
opera.

PALMER HOUSE STABLES IN TROUBLE, 


Leroy Payne Wants a Receiver Appointed 
for the Partnership. 

Leroy Payne, the liveryman, filed a bill in 
the Superior Court yesterday asking thata 
receiver be appointed for the Palmer House 
Stables, Michigan avenue, and that his part- 
ner, Samuel M. Chase, be compelled to ac- 
count for a sum of money which Payne says 
is due him out of the partnership. The bil! 
says that July 2, 1894, Payne entered into an 
agreement with the defendant, who was the 
lessee of certain livery stock owned by 
Horace G. Chase, and which was known as 
Wright’s Livery, by which the Wright sta- 
bles were to be transferred to the Palmer 
House Stables anda partnership established 
between him and Samuel M. Chase. By 
this agreement the complainant was to be 
the general manager of the combined sta. 
bles and was to have exclusive control of the 
hiring and discharge of employes. Chase 
was to have the control of the finances of 
the concern. The complainant tells the 
court that in accordance with the agree- 
ment he and Chase assumed their respective 
places in the conduct of the business, Payne 
acting as general manager, while Chase 
conducted the financial affairs of the con- 
cern, received all the moneys, and made the 
disbursements. The court is told that the 
rent agreed upon, $1,600 a month, amounted 
to $14,000 from July 1 last to the beginniny 
of the present month, but of that amount 
only $8,968 has been paid, leaving a. balance 
due of $5,431. The court is told that if the 
books were examined it would be shown 
that there is due him out of the partnership 
profits more than $9,000. He asks that a 
receiver be appointed, who will continue the 
business, taking charge until an accounting 
is had and the amount due to each of the 
partners determined. 


DR. A. B. HALE’S FLATTERING OFFER. 


Hawaii Wants Him to Take Charge of Its 
» Bieteriological Laboratory. 

Dr. Albert B. Hale, whose office is at No. 
65h Twenty-second street, has received an 
offer ‘from the Hawaiian Government to 
take charge of a bacteriological laboratory 
which is under government auspices. In 
1884-'86 the Board of Health of Hawaii es- 
tablished an experimental laboratory and 
placed Dr. Ahring of Hamburg in charge. 
A good deal of scientific work was accom- 
plished, but the attitude of Dr. Ahring to- 
ward the government was unsatisfactory 
and he was forced to resign..Officers of the 
new republic have taken up the work, and 
it is the idea that most of the investigations 
shall be along the line of discovering means 
for the eradication of leprosy. The position 
was tendered to Dr. Hale upon the recom- 
mendation of Drs. Day and Wood, formerly 
of Chicago, but now of Honolulu. Dr. Hale 
has never visited the Hawaiian Islands and 
is in doubt whether or not to give up his 
Chicago practice and accept the appédint- 
ment. Dr. Hale was bori? at Jonesville, 
Mich., and is 33 years.ofage. He was grad- 
vated from the University of Michigan in 
1882 and from the Chicago Medical College 
a few years later.

BOOM IN PETROLEUM APPEARS TO 
GAIN GROUND STEADILY, 


Refined Advances Two Cents a Gallon, 
and in a General Way There is More 
Steadiness to the Market=Belief Ex- 
pressed by Producers that the Trade of 
the Country Will Be Senefited by the 
Boom=—Gas Companies Are Affected 


by the Rise in Oil, 

Pittsburg, Pa., April 16.—[Special.]—Oil 
has passed the $2.50 point on the exchange, 
the bidding today going to $2.54, and there 
were sales at $2.51. The Standard ran up 
the price of credit balances to $2.25. At $2.50 
there was a sale of 30,000 barrels, the largest 
single transaction since the present boom 
set in. Shortly before the close of the ex- 
change the top figure was reached, $2.54, 
and then there was an easing off to $2.51, the 
closing quotation, at which there were sales. 
The market today was characterized by a 
greater steadiness than heretofore. Re- 
fined was advanced two cents a gallon, an 
enormous leap, and another increase is an- 
nounced for tomorrow, though the figures 
are not given. The feeling that the boom 
will be permanent is reflected by the way in 
which work is being pushed forward by all 
manufactures in oil well supplies. David 
Kirk, one of the largest of the independent 
producers, and likewise one of the most 
conservative -business-men in this part of 
the country, said: ‘‘ The benefits of the boom 
in oil will not be confined to the oil country. 
The business of the world at large will be 
made more prosperous, and the national 
credit wfll be more firmly established by it. 
The upward march of prices for oil stimu- 
lates industry. It improves the general bus- 
iness by putting money into various chan- 
nels of trade and employing thousands 
of men now idle. Iron and steel works, 
cordage’ manufacturers, lumber mills, ma- 
chinery makers, and the horse trade all will 
feel its stimulating effects. Work in the 
fields as yet is not as active as is warranted 
by the market conditions. This is because 
the roads are bad. No extensive hauling can 
be done until the ground dries up, and this 
in itself is a bullish feature on the market, 
for it puts off the increase in production that 
is the only thing to knock down the price of 
oil.’’ 


Local independent oil dealers who have 
struggled for years with the Standard Oil 
company see in the advance in prices a 
promise of better times for the trade. 
Most of the small dealers have been crowd- 
ed to the wall and forced out of business. It 
is now the general belief that the Standard 
has lost its grip on the market and can no 
longer dictate terms to either the producer 
or the refiner. While the refiners are all at 
sea as to the future they welcome the high 
price of crude and have marked up the re- 
fined products accordingly. Times never 
looked better for the oil trade. 


FINDLAY PEOPLE GREATLY EXCITED. 


Further Advances in Prices Astonish Even 
the Oldest Operators. 

Findlay, O., April 16.—[Special.]—Another 
day of intense excitement has -followed an 
additional advance of 10 cents per barrel in 
Ohio crude oil, prices having now reached 
$1.25 for South Lima and $1.27 for North Li- 
ma. This is an increase of 62% cents since 
the boom began a week ago. ‘The oldest op- 
erators are puzzled to know how long the 
price will continue to advance, but all are 
agreed that it cannot drop below a dollar if 
it should commence to fall. 

Cleveland, O., April 16.—[Special.]—Two 
cents per gallon was added by the Standard 
Oil company here today to the price of all 
grades of refined oil. It made an increase 
of 3 cents within a week and 4% cents since 
the upward turn in the market began last 
December. Under the new scale the prices 
for refined oil per gallon are: Ohio State 
test, 09% cents; water white, Ohio State 
test, 9; headlight, 175 degrees, 11%: Eocene, 
12.. An increase of one cent per gallon was 
made in the price of all kinds of naphtha 
and gasoline, except gasoline tested to 187 
degrees, which is used in gas machines. In 
the opinion of the independent refiners the 
advance was convincing evidence that the 
Standard as well as the smaller concerns 
was being squeezed by the tremendous 
boom in petroleum. .

this assistance has proved insufficient, and the 
Council! has been unable to furnish the depart- 
ments with enough means to maintain the dignity 
of the municipality. As a result our citizens are 
denied the benefits of thoroughly clean streets and 
of proper police protection, and we have even 
found it difficult to supply them during 1804 with 
light. This is not the fault of the executive 
officers of the city. It is entirely due to the ab- 
eurd system of assessing how in vogue, which per- 
mits the rich to escape taxation and adds to the 
burdens of the poor. Immediate steps should be 
taken to increase the revenues of the municipality, 
and proper legislation for the equalization and col- 
jection of taxes should be brought to the attention 
of the State Legislature. 

The .ex-Controller recommends amend- 


ments to the law so that employes may be 
paid in cash. Increase of judgments 
against the city last year is-accounted for 
on the ground of defective sidewalks and in- 
sufficient appropriations Ra gas.

The Collectors, elected by the re- 
spective towns included in the municipality, are 
supremely indifferent to the necessities of the 
corporation and seem to consider it of more im- 
portance to keen the money of the city in their 
possession (perhans for the interest thereon) than 
to comply with the law and respond to the de- 
mands of the Controller.

The money of 
our citizens should find its wav directiv to the 
municipal Treasury, and these superfluous office- 
holders should seek new fields of enrichment.

DECIDES FOR THE POSTAL COMPANY. 


Master in Chancery Booth Gives the City a 
Black Eye. 


William Booth, the Master:in Chancery of | 
the Federal Court, to whom was referred the 


contention of the City of Chicago and the 
Postal Telegraph and Cable company over 
the rights of the latter to the use of the 
streets of the city for its telegraph lines, 
rendered his report of the finding of fhe facts 
and the conclusions of the law yesterday 
afternoon. The position of the telegraph 
company is maintainedin whole. The con- 
tention arose last summer. Thére was a dif- 
ference of opinion between the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works and‘ the telegraph 
company over the payment of damages al- 
leged on account of the tearing up and re- 
placing the paving stones in certain portions 
of the city. The Council at its meeting on 
Oct. 1 last passed a resolution that the Com- 
missioner of Public Works refuse to issue 
permits to the telegraph company and the 
Chicago Sectional Underground Conduit 
company until further ordered by the Coun- 
cil, and that he report how many companies, 
having np franchises from the city, were 
using the sectional underground conduits. 
The resolution further directed the Commis- 
sioner to at once cut ‘the wires of the tele- 
graph company where they cross Thirty- 
ninth street and prevent it from doing 
further business until it secured the right 
from the Council. Before the Commissioner 
could carry out the mandates of the Council 
the Postal company enjoined him in the Fed- 
eral Court. The issue raised by the city was 
that the wires of the company and the poles 
were a public nuisance, and that it had no 
franchise from the Council for the tracking 
of its wires in the underground conduits. 
The Master says the effect of the order of the 
Council ‘would be to practically destroy the 
Postal- company and‘deprive the civil and 
military branches of the government of the 
means of communication; which the evi- 
dence shows they have largely employed 
and are still employing. Its rights to operate 
north and south of Thirty<ninth street are 
affirmed. 

Commissioner of Public Works Kent said: 
“I have all along thought the city had no 
right to interfere with the wires of the Post- 
al company.” 

The decision of the court is not a surprise 
to the attorneys in the Law Department, as 
it was all along stated that the city had no 
right to cut the wires. Ald. Coughlin, 
baeked by the Council, kept the matter hot, 

wever, and it was necessary to go into the 
courts for a decision. |

KENT AFTER “STUFFED” PAY-ROLLS. 


He Weeds Out a Lot of Useless Timber in the 
City’s Employ. 

Commissioner Kent got after ‘“‘stuffed’’ 
pay-rollsin the Department of Public Works 
yesterday. He commenced with the Street- 
Cleaning Bureau, out of which seventy-five 
men and eight wagons were unceremonious- 
ly dropped and with no probability of any- 
hody being given a chance to take their 
places. This was done after a long consul- 
tation with Supt. McDonald, who said the 
discharged employes were superfluous time- 
keepers, carpenters, and laborers. Then 


‘there was a conference over salary lists and 


expense accounts with Engineer Artingstall, 
which resulted in the running expenses of 
Hialsted street bridge being cut down from 
$7,180 to 83,000 a vear. T. P. McDonald, 
whose name appeared on the list as Super- 
intendent in charge of the bridge at a salary 
of $2,000-a year, was discharged. This posi- 
tion will be dispensed with altogether. En- 
gineers and bridgetenders will do the work. 
The salary list for maintaining the new Van 
Ituren street bridge is $7,000 per annum, and 
this will be cut. The salaries of the engineers 
on the Halsted street bridge were reduced to 
$75 a month. The appropriation for operat- 
ing; this bridge is &3,600, and the Commis- 
sioner says he cut the expenses down to that 
figure. 

Two rodmen employed on the northwest 
land tunnel survey were dropped and others 
will be considered‘today. Joseph Haber- 
korn, the House Moving Superintendent, re- 
ceived his discharge. Joseph Vensek, time- 
keeper for the Bureau of Water Pipe Exten- 
sion in the Tewn of Lake, was discharged on 
account of the alleged forged certificate is- 
sued the laborers in the bureau under the 
signatures of Foreman James Weir and 
Timekeeper Vensek. In order to run his 
department upon business principles the 
Commissioner is preparing a new set of 
stringent governing rules. . 


WOLF AND VAN CLEAVE IN HARNESS, 


Each Assumes the Duties of His New Office— 
The Treasury Figures. 

Adam Wolf took charge of tht City Treas- 
ury at 10 a. m. yesterday morning, and by 3 
p. m. had received from his predecessor, 
Michael: Bransfield, a complete accounting 
of all moneys, notes, and accounts. The cash 
on hand amounted to $565,319, as against 
$1,884,680 when the office changed hands 
April 19, 1883—a difference of $1,319,360. 
When the last administration took hold Jan. 
1, 1894, there was $1,943,099 in the treasury. 
Mr. Bransfield has not settled his interest 
account with the Controller as yet, but says 
he intends to do so ina day ortwo. Thein- 
terest accumulated during the last two years 
amounts to $40,000. Mr. Wolf was the re- 
cipient of several gorgeous floral gifts from 
admiring West Side friefds.

WHITE METAL PARTY DESTROYED 
BY OLEVELAND’S LETTER. 


Politicians Think the Battle Henceforth 
Will Be Between the Lines of the Old 
Parties=Fiatiat Craze in the South and 
in the Mississippi Valley to Be Cured by 
Sound Money Argauments=Hinrichsen 
Says Pa’ mer Is Ungrateful and Has Hu- 
miliated His Party. 

Washington, D. C., April 16.—[{Special.]— 
In administration circles the fiasvo of the sil- 
ver men at Denver is regarded as the first 
triumph for the principles so clearly set 
forth ‘in the President’s Chicago letter, and 
the prediction is generally made that the new 
silver purty, with the figure-head of Sibley, is 
out of the race forever, the battle henceforth 
being within the lines of the old parties. It 
is becoming evident to the politicians that 
the President’s letter was not only 
bold in meeting the issue squarely  be- 
tween honesty and dishonesty in money 
matters, but that the silver men were driven 
intoan awkward corner by the declaration 
that the fignt from this time forward is be- 
tween honest money and silver mono- 
metalliism. The Southern silver men are not 
monometallists, and Jones of Arkansas has 
not yet forgotten the way in which his coin- 
age bill was thrown down by the mine-owning 
Senators because it did not go far enough. 
Administration men say they will have no 
difficulty in putting an end to the silver craze 
in the South and the Mississippi Valley if 
they can convince the people that free coin- 
age of silver means an absolute’ singie 
standard and that standard a silver one. The 


mine-owners want to put the country on asil- 4 


ver basis for selfish purposes, butin the South- 
ern and Midd'e States, it is said, the people 
are bimetallists and would shrink from a 
single silver standard almost as much as 
from a single gold standard.

According to the closest and most enthusi- 
astic admirers of the President's financia! 
policy his letter will do much to open the eyes 
of the Southern Democrats to the fact that 
they have been made cat’s paws for the own- 
ers of Western silver mine owners, and that 
the issue now is not between gold and silver 
but be.ween bimetallism on an honest ratio 
and a silver standard pure and simple. The 
result of the Denver conferenée is supposed 
to meun that Democrats generally will make 
the fight within party. lines, and secondly, 
that a victory for honest money in Illinois 
would mean the settlement of the whole ques- 
tion in the Democratic party, while a tri- 
umph-in Illinois for silver would still leave 
the coinage question to be settled in the na- 
tional convention.

The meeting of the committee was calied in the 
regular manner, and tne Secretary, by my diroec- 
tion, wrote a letter to each member urging him 
to be present because important matters were to 
be considered. The newspapers announced this 
meeting nearly a week in advance, and it was 
reneraily discussed by Democrats .in Springfield. 

“he object of a committee meeting is seldom if 
ever mentioned in the call, for it is not the policy 
of the organization to acjivertise its pians to the 
worid. However, on this occasion I gave out to 
the press the day previous to the meeting the in- 
formation that l intended lay:ng before the com- 
mittee the proposition to cail a State convention 
to consider the. mongy question, and it was 
noticed in the papers. When the com- 
mittee was called to order twenty-one 
of the thirty-one members were  pres- 
ent in person or by proxy. Proxies have 
always been recognized in the State committee 
at such meetings, and certainly no question could 
be raised as to their validity on the occasion, A 
quorum was present and the meeting was an 
open one.

National Academy of Sciences Holding Its 
Thirty-second Annual Session, 

Washington, D. C.. April 16.—The National 
Academy of Sciences met today for its thirty-sec- 
ond annual session. The morning session, which 
was held behind closed doors, dealt with various 
matters of routine tusiness connected with the 
finances of the society and the regular program 
for subsequent sessions. The first paper pre- 
sented was by Mr. M. P. Ravenei, professor of 
bacteriology in the Scott Laboratory in the 
Pennsylvania Woiversity. Prof. Agassiz read a 
paper on “Fauna of Fish Along the Florida 
Reef.” The academy will coutinue its sessions 
daily until Friday.

| FALLS LIKEA BLIGHT. 


INCOME TAX HOPES OF THE TREAS- 
URY PEOPLE SHATTERED, * 


Returns Shéw the Receipts from the Im- 
post May Not Exceed $10,000,000— 
Other Treasury Incoms Also Falling 
Bebind, and It Is Feared the Deficit 
Will Reach $58 000 000—Belief Ex. 
Pressed That Fully 10 Per Cent of Per- 
sons Liable Have Made No Returns. 

Washington, D. C., April 16.—[Special. | — 
The bluest lot of people in Washington today 
were those who had been predicting heavy re- 
ceipts for the Treasury during the remainder 
of the fiscal year. The reports from Collect- 
ors of Internal Revenue over the country were 
very discouraging to those who had ex pected 
heavy returns from the income tax. While 
the returns themselves have not of course 
been sent in enough was received from the 
Collectors during the day to make it appar- 
ent the income tax is gding to be a great 
disappointment. “If we get one-third of 
what we had expected out of it.”’ said a prom- 
inent official of the Treasury, “it will be all 
that I now expect. That decision of the Su- 
preme Court played smash with our prospects 
on income tax. Ido not believe we shall get 
$10,000,000 out of it, and as a part of that 
will be paid in June and a part in July we 
shall not feel it in any way.” 

It was a blue day ali around at the depart- 
ment. Not only were the reports from the in- 
come tax returns depressing, but the receipts 
were even moreso, They amounted to enly 
$458,397 for the day, including everything, 
making the deficiency tor the month $9, 199,.- 
875 and $51,768,489 since the new law went 
into effect. 
bad news from the income tax, made it ap- 
parent the fiscal year, which is to end in sev- 
enty-five days, is going to figure up a big dis- 
appointment‘as measured by Secretary Car- 
lisle’s estimates sent to Congress on the open- 
ing of the last season. Those estimates it 
will be remembered put the receipts at $340,- 
000,000 and the expenditures at $360,000,- 
000. Upto this time the receipts have been 
$249,160.619, oran average of $859,048 
perday. If they run on at the same avefage 


sthey will amount to $63,921,025 for the re- 


mainder of the year, making the total for the 
year $313,131,644, or $26,868,356 less than 
the estimates. 

On the other hand the expenditures seem 
likely to exceed the estimates by a consider- 
able sum. The estimated expenditures for 
the year were $360,000,000. Up to this 
time the expenditures have been $294,902,- 
648, or an average of $1,009,940 per day. 
If they run on at the same average they will 
amount during the remaining 75 days of the 
year to $75,744,500, making the total for 
year $370,647,148 or $10,647,148 in ex- 
cess of the estimates. So, if the receipts and 
expenditures continue at the rate they huve 
averaged during 292 days of the fiscal year 
thus far, its close, June 30, will find a de- 
ficiency for the year ot $57.515,.504, instead 
of $20,000,000 as estimaied by Secretary 
Carlisle. Should the receipts continue to fall 
off as they have done since the beginning of 
the present month it will be still greater, and 
should the income tax receipts fall to the 
ridiculously small figures now feared, the de- 
ficiency will be something fearful to con- 
tem plate.

New Instructions to Collectors, 


The following instructions were today sent, 
to all Internal hevecus Collectors: 

In case of incorrect income tax returns now 
filed in your office, you will notify the persons 
who filed such returns that they must appear 
within a reasonable time, specifying the date 
and place for anpearance, and correct or explain 
said retarns; and that on their failure to 
appear and make said corrections, 
you will correct and increase the 
amount. of such returns, stating the 
particular corrections which shall be made and 
the amounts by which said returns will be in- 
creased. Where persons ard corporations liable 
to make réturn have negiected or rofused to 
make return, and in your opinion false or fraudu- 
lent returns have been filed, you will give notice 
on form 369 to the delinquents and to those who 
made such false or fraudulent returns to appear 
and show cause why penalties shall not be as- 
sessed against them. Ail returns made by tax- 
payers for L894, except such as are delayed by 
reason of appeals, must be completed and for- 
warded to this office not later than the 15th day 
of May next. 

Although no official statement was given 
out for publication it is belived the returns 
received today show almost conclusively that 
a large number of persons in all parts of the 
country who are subject to the tax have not 
made any return of theirincomes. The pro- 
portion of these to the whole number liable 
to the tax is by some placed as high as 
10‘ per cent. This state of thing» 
is something of a_ surprise to the 
officials, although it was expected the division 
of the Supreme Court on the constitutionality: 
of the tax as a whole would have the effect of 
discrediting it with a large number of tax- 
payers, who would take the risk of paying a 
50 per cent penalty rather than make their 
returns. This assumption has been proved to 
have been correct, and the result muat nece 
sarily bean assessment of the penalty in & 
large number of cases,as the officials no 
doubt will strictly enforce the act so long as 
it remains the law of the land. 


NEW YORKERS DISREGARD THE LAW, 


Delinquents on the Income Tax Said to 
Number 22 000, 

New York, April 16.—[Special. |—The total 
number of -returhs received from Internal 
Revenue District No. 3 were 13,058. In No. 
1 District the number of returns received will 
not exceed 4,500. These two districts em- 
brace the entire City of New York, No. 1 Dis- 
trict including Brooklyn. This makes the 
total number of returns in New York less 
than 18.000, and indicates deiinquents to the 
number of 22.000. Fully 1,000 corporations, 
with head offices in New York, have failed to 
comply with the requirements of tne law. 


STANDARD OIL TO FIGHT THE TAX.

her mother, Mrs. Regina Lingle of this city, 

asking Judge Kohlsaat to remove the cus- 


tody of the children from their mother un- 4 


less she gives up the Spafford colony and 
dwells apart from its members. This step 
by Mrs. Lingle is forced by the avowed in- 
tention of the handful of Spaffordists now

' “Tt is a delicate thing to ask a court’to sep- 
arate a mother and her children,’’ said At- 
torney Palmer yesterday, ‘‘but we feel justi- 
fied in this case. In addition to the moral 
reason there is the property that belongs to 
these children to guard. Already something 
like $43,000 has been used by these Spaffords. 
They all believe what is one’s is the proper- 
ty of all, and, if this fund from Springfield 
should get into Mrs. Whiting’s hands, they 
would all get it. Mrs. Lingle and her son 
feel that the matter must be brought up now 
and everything be done to remove the chil- 
dren from the influence of the community 
life. If Mrs. Whiting could only be made to 
see that it is right for her and her children

But they will not take with them $60,000, 
which they assert belongs to the Whiting 
children and for which, it has been charged 
repeatedly, they made the-pilgrimage to 
America.

Bowman at Springfield, Mass., but to answer 
a summons to show that Mrs. Mary E. Whit- 
ing was capable of taking proper care of her 
children. This, they declare, they. were not 
required to do. When they came to face the 
music in Springfield the proceedings never 
materialized there.

By the invest- 
ment of 5 cents it will play and pay, and is 
an economical form of a gambling device. 
The machine is popular with players and 
frequently swallows up $2 or $3 in nickels 
from a single player.
